It was pointed out in London Mon- 
day that the RAF had not concentrat- 
ed recently on bombing German-held 
ports across the Channel. This would

Nazis Aim at Crete

The Boston Transcript Passes 


Old-style New Englanders got the shock of their lives last 


week when the proprietors of the Boston Evening Transcript, 
Ill-year-old conservative newspaper, announced it would 
suspend publication May 1. But publishers recognized that 


*'(he Transcript had ceased to be a factor in commercial news- 


paper circles many years ago. The death of the Transcript only 
emphasizes the vast gulf between the papers of today and the 
type of papers which operated in the past century, of which 
the Boston Transcript was perhaps the sole survivor. 


The severe editorial policy which 


was in fashion a century ago limited 
newspapers to the printing of news of 
only the gravest and most general 
character, political summaries, liter- 
ary criticisms, and authoritivc" inter- 
pretative articles. 


Today's press still high-lights these 


features, but includes also a great 
deal of material for entertainment 
purposes which would have been 
called trivial a century ago, notably 
the comic pages. 


Part of this change is due, of course, 


to mechanical discoveries, such as the 
invention of photo-engraving—the art 
of turning pictures into metal printing 
plates. 


But fundamentally the change was 


brought about by the expansion of ad- 
vertising. For advertising purposes, 
circulation and not editorial prestige 
is what counts. And as advertising 
grew the yearly subscription price of 
American newspapers was reduced, 
increasing circulation manyfold . . . 
for those papers which swam along 
with the trend. 


The Transcript did not elect to fol- 


low the trend. For a generation it has 
been a lone sentinel of the past, up 
"there in Boston -.T7. lost in n-fierce' 
pack of commercial newspaper^, four 
combinations of morning-evening-and- 
Sunday. 


¥ * * 
To a newspaper man the carrying 


on of the Transcript a generation long- 
er than its revenues justified it seems 
as futile as insisting on driving 
a 


horse-and-buggy because of a cult- 
ivated dislike of automobiles. 


That's our practical judgment speak- 


ing. In a competitive world we cither 
swim with the tide, or we get out 
of the water. 


But that isn't all of just what a 


newspaper man feels toward the Tran- 
script. Actually, it was a superior 
newspaper. It abounded in articles in- 
terpreting the various days through 
which it lived that could be lifted bod- 
ly out of the paper, preserved, and 
•e-read a hundred years later as the 
.erse and correct judgment of his- 
tory. 


The critical faculty of the 
press 


lias been somewhat blunted by the 
weight of its universal circulation 
today. National magazines have come 
along, with months in which to pre- 
pare their material. But all of this 
is the natural result of a civilized 
nation in which every person is sup- 
losed to be able to read and write, 
and actually docs. 


Even Boston herself regarded the 


Transcript as something out of the 
historic past. This is a characteristic 
story told about the old newspaper: 


Several Boston newspapermen went 


lo a Back Bay castle to interview the 
lady of the house. The butler looked 
them over, turned from the doorway 
and announced: 


"Madame, there are some reporters 


outside, and a gentleman from the 
Transcript,"

Commerce Secre- 
tary Says Nation 
Can Pledge One 
Year's Income 


WASHINGTON -(if)- Jesse Jones 


forecast Tuesday that the national 
debt would mount to at least 90 bil- 
lion dollars, and declared, "We have 
not yet made any sacrifices." 


"But they are in store for us— 


plenty of them," the Secretary ot 
Commerce added in an' address pre- 
pared for the annual convention of 
the U. S. Chamber of Commerce. 


"A few months ago we were wor- 


rying about whether we could afford 
to increase government borrowing au- 
thority above 45 billion dollars," Jones 
recalled. 


"It seems probable now that it will 


grow to at least double that'amount, 
even allowing for paying as much of 
this extraordinary cost as our economy 
can stand from current taxes. 


"Frankly, it has never occurred to 


me that we could not carry a national 
debt equal to a year's income, and 
as we build the national Income we 
can carry more debt. 


"But whatever amount we have to 


borrow we must commence to pay 
back the day the emergency is over." 


The cabinet official declared that 


"much more" money will be appro- 
priated within the next four years and 
pointed xmt that the -cost of main- 
taining the army and navy will mount 
as the organizations-arc expanded. '

Germans Shell Dover 


_ DOVER — (/P)— For nearly 
seven 
' hours Tuesday German guns on the 


French coast shelled the Dover area 
—the heaviest such cross-Channel act- 
ion of the war and the sort to be 
expected with any invasion attempt. 


British guns replied, making it a 


f'mammoth duel across some 20 miles 


of water, and the RAF droned out 
to blast at the Nazi emplacements. 


The British Press association re- 


ported at 9:59 a. m. that the shelling 
had stopped, and added that damage 
to that southeast corner of England 


* —long known as Hell's Corner—was 


negligible, confined to cottages. 


After the Germans had fired single 


shells for three hours they stepped 
up the barrage using four- and six- 
gun salvos at intervals of about three 
g minutes, then narrowed the time to 


one minute. 


Flashes and columns 
of 
smoke 


spiraling upward across the 
sunlit 


Channel showed the Germans' Calais 
batteries were delivering the attack 


The shelling continued without lel- 


f up after it had been in progress foi 


nearly four hours. The last previous 
heaviest bombardment of Dover was 
last fall. 


After an hour's lull the Germans 


began sending over a succession oi 


shells. Up until early aftw- 


no casualties were reported.

State Wins Its Tax Suit 
Against Missouri Pacific 


Means $30,449 for 
Hempstead Co., 
Says L, Gentry

WASHINGTON — WV- The 
Su- 


premo Court of the United 
States 


Monday upheld Arkansas' contention 
that its tax assessment dispute with 
the Missouri Pacific Lines was not 
subject lo the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral District Court at St. Louis. 


'There is nothing in the history 


of bankruptcy or reorganization leg- 
islation to support the theory that 
congress intended to set the federal 
courts up as super-assessment agencies 
over state taxes," the court said. 


The St. Louis court is supervising 


reorganization of the Missouri 
Pa- 


cific under the federal bankruptcy 
act. 


The decision, by Justice Black, 


ordered the St. Louis court to dis- 
miss litigation involving tile Missouri 
Pacific's contention that it withhold 
payment of $416,000 in taxes claimed 
by Arkansas and 51 of ils counties 
for 1939 
sessment

Douglas did not participate and no 
dissent was announced. 


Arkansas lawyers had argued since 


the litigation arose that the railroad's 
only appeal from the assessment fixed 
by the Arkansas Corporation Cum- 
mifsion was to stale courts at Little 
Rock.

bankruptcy act authorized it to pass 
on tax assessments, issued u temporary 
injunction against collection of the 
taxes.

Mine Workers union announced -Tues- 
day that soft coal production would 
be resumed Thursday morning in the 
nation's bituminous fields, shut down 
since April 1 in a dispute over a new 
wage contract. 


The announcement was made by a 


spokesman for Union President John 
L. Lewis after he had discussed with 
his district presidents in the Appa- 
lachian coal area the decision of south- 
ern producers Monday night to ac- 
cept President Roosevelt's proposal to 
reopen the mines. 


which left the Missouri Pacific no 
alternative but to pay the full amount 
of taxes due under assessments by the 
Arkansas Corporation Commission. 


The effect of the decision is that 


the federal courts have no jurisdiction 
whatsoever in these cases and that 
the Missouri Pacific's attack on its 
1938, 
1939 and 1940 assessments are at 


an end, since the time for the rail- 
road to have asserted its claims for 
adjustments of the assessments by 
appeal to state courts has expired," 
Mr. Gentry said. 


Arkansas law requires that an ap- 


peal from an assessment fixed by the 
Corporation Commission must be tak- 
en in Circuit Court within 30 days 
after the assessment 
is made final. 


This time limit, insofar as an appeal 
to a state court is concerned, has ex- 
pired. The railroad filed its appeals 
in federal court at St. Louis which, 
under Monday's decision, must be dis- 
missed for lack of jurisdiction. 


"As to future assessments, the rail- 


road will have to take their appeals, 
if any, to the state courts," Mr. Gentry 
explained. "It then can appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
event there is an alleged violation of 
the federal constitution. 


"This means there can be no other 


litigation in the federal courts on 
the question of the amount of assess- 
ments." 


The Missouri Pacific paid about GO 


per cent of the taxes which would 
be due under the Corporation Com- 
mission's assessments for 1938, 1939 and 
1940, pending the outcome of the suits.

any complications. In those days peo 
pie got up at daylight, ale dinner a 
icon and wenl to bed with the.chic 
tens. But it was soon discovered you 
couldn't run railroads thai way. Then 
were loo many occasions when train 
running at right angles arrived at " 
crossing at the same moment. 


The railroad men had a convention 


and before.it was over they had adopt- 
ed -their time for the United Stales; 
Since .railroads were thereafter run 
on that tirrie, non-railroad affairs 'be-! 
gan ;lo :run on.il loo. Bui it was 35 
years before congress got around to 
making it ofifcial. In ,1918, when the 
gentlemen assembled to change the 
law to daylight saving, they found 
there wasn't any law. So they made 
one and put it up to Ihe Interstate 
Commerce Commission to map out 
the lime zones. 


Scrap .in jProspect 


If history repeats ilself, there will 


be .quite a scrap when ,the universal 
daylight saving time law reaches the 
floor. One difference of opinion exists 
belween , agricullural and industrial 
communities. The agricullural areas 
are against daylight saving because 
if they rise by lhal lime, they can't 
work in some crops on account of 
the dew. 


Back in 1918, the house, which or- 


dinarily only debates bills for an hour, 
took more than two and a half hours 
o argue the daylight saving law. 
'.In 1918, the Germans and their al- 


lies, and Great Britain, Holland, Bel- 
gium, France, Sweden, Denmark, Por- 
tugal, Italy, Norway and Australia 
had blazed their trail on the face of 
the clock before the United Stales 
decided to take time by Ihe forelock 
and push it back an hour.

All these points are listed here not 


to advocate them, but merely to try 
to summarize the argument from the 
peace side. If the peace advocates' 
contention that the country is drift- 
ing away from war is true, then the 
anti-war croxvd hns actually talked 
the country away from war sentiment 
while the administration has merely 
bemoaned the public's lack of ap- 
preciation of the crisis.
